1 Marion. Ohio. July 22.—The Repub- 
lican campaign got under way today 
with the formal notification here of 
Warren G. Harding, the party's nom- 
inee for the presidency. 


The notification ceremonies, -which 


brought to Marion most of the big 
leaders of the party and many thous- 
ands of Harding enthusiasts, includ- 
ed an acceptance speech by Senator 
Harding 
interpreting 
the Chicago 


platform and declaring the principles 
of which he expects the campaign to 
be fought out, 


The acceptance speech came at the 


end of a long program in which 
high pitched enthusiasm ruled 
the 


ciay as the visiting delegates marched 
on the Harding residence in unbrok- 
en succession to be received by the 
candidate, 


START AT 7 A. M. 


At seven o'clock In the morning a 


noisy aggregation of Marion citizens, 
that looked like hale the town, led 
•ff with a demonstration that set a 
mark for the out-of-town folks to 
shoot at. To their howling acclaim 
the senator played the leading part in 
a flag raising, pulling the Stars and 
Stripes to the top of the weather- 
beaten McKinley flag 
pole, 
sent 


here a few days ago from Canton. 


Delegation after 
delegation, with 


bands blaring and colors flying, fol 
lowed up to the Harding front porch 
«s thirty special trains and thous- 
ands oC automobiles unloaded.

content with showing themselves to 
the nominee, they

and color.

Referendum All Have 


Their Adherents. 


Chicago, July 22. — Heads o£ the 


great 
railroad 
brotherhoods 
this 


morning were divided as to accept- 
ance or rejection of the $600,000,000 
wage increase grante'd by the rail- 
way labor board. 


At the close of an all night ses- 


sion, six of the brotherhoods, In ad- 
dition to the Masters, Mates and 
Pilots of America, 
had 
expressed 


their 
decision as favorable to ac- 


ceptance, seven favored referring the 
question to the unions with recom- 
mendation that it be accepted; two 
were undecided and one, the Broth- 
erhood 
of 
Railway 
Telegraphers, 


had decided to reject the award and 
was said to be preparing for a strike 
ballot. 


NO WALKOUT IN SIGHT. 


The union chiefs reiterated today 


that there was no danger of an im- 
mediate and concerted strike. They 
also were inclined to belittle reported 
efforts of members of the Chicago 
Yardmen's Association, ISO of whom 
struck 
in 
Chicago 
yesterday, 
to 


bring about a general walkout, and 
declared that sporadic strikes would 
be fought to the last ditch by the 
international unions. 


DECISION TONIGHT 


A decision tonight on whether the 


eighteen railroad unions will accept 
the JGOO.OOn.OOO award was promised 
today by T. E. Sheperd, when the 
brotherhood chiefs resumed their con 
ferences. 


If a vote by all union members is 


ordered, the award will be tentative- 
ly accepted so that the men -will get 
the increased pay for this month and 
the back pay from May 1. A referen- 
dum will take at least thirty days.

Marion, O., July 22—A -pledge of 


constitutional government, adminis- 
tered by party and not by individual 
and based on national rather than 
world ideals, was given by Warren 


Harding 
today 
in accepting 


formally the Republican nomination 
for the presidency. 


He welcomed a popular referendum 


in the league of nations, advocated 
ncreased production to cut the high 
cost of living, pleaded for oblitera- 
tion of sectional and class conflict, 
»nS declared for Industrial peace "not 
forced but inspired by the common 
weal." 


In his promise of "a party govern- 


ment," Senator Harding reiterated his 
belief that the Vice President should 
have a part' in the affairs of the 
chief executive's official family and 
declared 
there also 
should 
be a 


'cordial understanding 
and coordi- 


nated activities" between the execu- 
tive and 
Congress, 
"No man," . he 


said, "is big enough to run this great 
republic. Our first committal is the 
restoration of representative popular

Scores 
of messages were handled by a tele- 
graph company last night directed to 
Mr. Bryan at Pony 
and 
Bozeman, 


Mont., where his brother said he was 
scheduled to deliver CUautauqua ad- 
dresses.

A meeting which starts in Detroit 


today seems, at first glance, to havu 
little interest for Decatur and Macon 
county but 
second thoughts 
will 


show that tha Great Lakes-St. Law- 
rence tidewater congress has under 
consideration a project which might 
easily add permanently great wealth 
to central Illinois. 


The purpose of the organization, 


of which this congress will be the 
expression, is to establish a water- 
way whereby ocean going steamers 
may come to the head of the great 
lakes by way of the St. Lawrence 
river. 


It is easily within the possibility 


that the creation of such a water- 
way, enabling the export of grain 
and grain products directly from the 
shores of Lake Michigan to Europe, 
might add one, two or even five 
cents a bushel to the price of the 
grain which the farmers of central 
Illinois raise. 


Adding a cent » bushel to the 


Krain products of the great northern 
Mississippi valley would mean, in 
course of years, great additional 
wealth for this inland empire. That 
such an outlet, by removing 
the 


costs and delays occasioned by the 
present necessity of sending the ex- 
ports through the narrow neck at 
New York or Philadelphia, would 
add much more than that amount 
is the belief of those who have 
studied the problem. 


New York city is, naturally, not 


enthusiastic about the tide water 
route from Chicago to the sea. It 
would, if completed, take away part 
of the traffic which now congests 
the Atlantic outlets of the United 
States.

Oiling of Highway* Need 


Not Be Hurried. 


Highway Commissioner Becker Is 


considering th« building of a storage 
tanU for road oil of sufficient ca- 
pacity to hold two car loads. As a 
matter of fact such a tank is almost 
indispensibl* if road oiling Is to be 
continued. 
A* the road pll is now 


handled it I* drawn directly from the 
railroad tank cars to th* «prinklers 
after first being heated for distribu- 
tion. Since the demurrage rule Is 
strictly enforced by the railroads and 
the demurrage charges are high, the 
oil must be applied to the road* im- 
mediately after it has been delivered. 
At the time of delivery the road* may 
not be in condition to receive the 
oil and there may not be free time 
enough to properly apply the oil. 


SAVE DEMURRAGE. 


With a storage tank, Highway 


Commissioner Becker figures that the 
township can not only sidestep the 
heavy demurrage charges 
but can 


select its own time for putting the 
oil on the roads. When the Oil for 
Decatur township came 
this 
year 


there had been a Ions 
dry 
spell 


which prevented shaping 
up 
the 


roads and tbere was nothing to do 


but hurry tht oil on th* roadi *i 
quickly ap pontbl*. 


Mr. Becker believes that with a 


storage* tank the work of oiling roads 
will not have to be hurried. So much 
oil will not need to b* put on at a 
time and so many roads will not need 
to be closed at a time. More time 
can be allowed for the oil to soak 
In before another coat Is put on. 


PAT FOB ITSELF. 


The oil storage tank Is largely a 


matter of speculation so far. Even 
th* location for It has not yet been 
determined. It will have to be lo- 
cated, of courie, on railroad track*, 
and It will hav* a capacity of about 
20,000 gallon*. 
Mr. Becker think* 


that It can be built of concrete at 
a modera'e cost and that it will pay 
for Itself many time* over.

000 In 1*19. 


$3.H PER CAPITA. 


The fire 
lossei in the 
United 


State* in 1919 amounted to 
1325,- 


000,000, or $3.13 per capita. In 191S 
the losies amounted to 1350,000,000, 
or $3.33 per capita. 


Th* Improvement in Canada and 


In Great Britain wa» much greater. 
In Canada the fire losses In 1919 
amounted to 123,207,647, or 12.90 per 
capita, a* compared with $31,815,841. 
or $4.11 per capita In 1918. 


In Great Britain the fir* loss In 


1019 was $25,098,265, or .61 cent* per 
capita, as compared with $49,605,127. 
or $1.26 per capita in 1918. 


During 
th« past twenty years 


fire has caused a loss ot $4.407,841.- 
689 worth of property In the United 
States, ef which $5,MO,106,670 was 
consumed by flames, and those fig- 
ures do not Include property not In- 
sured or losses not reported to the 
board.

Clerk Committees and Little to St. Louis—Slow 


Order in Effect in Offices 
Only. 


The request o£ the Wabash clerks 


for the removal of W. H. Little as 
chief clerk to Superintendent G. A. 
Hess of the Wabash motive depart- 
irent, has been taken up with S. E. 
Cotter, vice president and general 
manager of the Wabash at St. Louis. 


MEETING ARRANGED. 


After meetings 
lasting 
all 
day 


Wednesday, 
representatives 
of 
the 


clerks and the shop crafts decided 
to take the matter up in this way, 
and the 
general 
committee 
then 


made arrangements to meet Mr. Cot- 
ter in St. Louis Thursday morning. 
They made the request for the meet- 
Ing 
through 
Superintendent Hess. 


who then arranged with Mr. Cotter 
for the meeting. Mr. Little was also 
sent to the meeting at St. Louia by 
the officials in order to defend him- 
lelf against the charges to be made. 


IN SESSION" AT NOON 


At noon the conference was in ses- 


«lon In the office of Mr. Cotter. 
The 


session hegan about 10:30, with halt 
a dozen Decatur committeemen pres- 
ent besides Mr. Cotter and one'or two 
clerks. At that time it was said there 
was no telling when the session would 
end, It might be in an hour, or ft 
might last all day. 


No intimation has been given def- 


initely at St. Louis or in Decatur 
as to the probable outcome of the 
Interview with Mr. Cotter. 
Wabash 


officials in Decatur say that they 
expect Mr. Cctter will refuse to dis- 
miss Mr. Little. Local Wabash com- 
mitteemen say that if that is the de- 
rision there will be a strike of all 
Wabash employes. 


NO WORD COMES 


No word of the outcome of the 


conference at St. Louis had been re- 
ceived in the Decatur offices of the 
Wabash at 2:45 in the afternoon. It 
•was expected that the local offices 
would be informed of any decision 
Immediately and .the fact that no 
•word hart come was an indication" 
that the sessjon was still going on. 


General Superintendent T. J. Jones 


of the Wabash was in Decatur Thurs- 
day. Asked if he was here on account 
of the labor trouble at the shops 
ha said: "I am here to serve the Wa- 
bash railroad In any way that I can." 


NO CHANOE EXPECTED. 


In the meantime the clerks slow 


order continues but the shop crafts 
have not put out any kind of order 
yet.

average man as something distinctly 
new.

"slow order" is issued to a train and 
engine crew because of bad track, a 
flood which may have endangered ft 
bridge or other cause which may 
Bare made normal speed unsafe. But 
a, slow order for shop and office men 
Is something- that

people. 


ONLY NOW IN OPEN 


A general official of the Wabash 


•peaks of it t h u s : The slow order 
has been in use for a long time but 
It has just come into the ope'n. It 
merely means that an employe re- 
ports for duty as usual and stays on 
dnty but does not do anything. Snp- 
JK>«« you hire a man to cut the grass 
on your Jawn. at say, 42 cents an 
hour. He ought to do the job in an 
hour, But he shows up at 7 o'clock 
In the morning and fiddles around but 
do«» not do anything. He sharpens 
hi» machine, talks to somebody that 
happens along tightens some nuts and 
does other things. At noon he finish- 
es th« job and demands pay for five 
hours time. You know 
that 
you 


could have done the work in half the 
time yourself. If ycm object to the 
claim the man says he was doing 
»!I that he could. There is nothing 
fcr you to do but stand a law suit or 
par him. 


CAN'T DO ANYTHING 


"Ic our case the situation is still 


mor« serious. At the freight house 
yesterday they unloaded five or six 
car« of freight. Tbey ought to have 
unloaded twenty-five. People in De- 
catur are wanting their freight. The 
•warehouse is full of freight to be 
leaded out. "We are working a full 
crow of men in the freight horne. 
But they are fiddling around and not 
doing anything. We can't refuse to 
pay them or to dock their pay because 
they are aot doing any work.

A self appointed delegation of five 


Decatur business men put in four 
hours "Wednesday afternoon going 
through the Wabash offices, includ- 
inp the freiRht house, the superin- 
tendent's office, and the shop offices. 
They talked with officials and tried 
to talk with clerks on "slow order," 
and a committee of clerks in session, 
but none of the employes would talk. 
The officials talked freely enough, 
but said only about what has been 
previously published about the dif- 
ficulty in the railroad offices. 


The delegation included manufac- 


turers and wholesalers who did not 
want their names used. They were 
reported to represent the Association 
of Commerce, but this they said was 
not the fact. 


They said they went because they 


had freight that they wanted moved 
and wanted to see what was delay- 
ing it. some of them having as much 
as a dozen telegrams on their desks 
about delayed shipments. 


ALL LOAFING 


The business men went first to the 


Wabaeh freight houso. All the em- 
ployes were present but few were do- 
ing anything. They were standing 
about, talking, looking out of the 
window, going out of the room and 
coming In, and in fact, all loafing 
on the job. Said one of the vi-eitors: 


"Jt was plain to be seen why freight 


is delayed. The freight handlers aro 
under slow orders as well as the 
clerks. There are 145 cars of freight 
in the yards to be unloaded. The 
force there could unload 20 or 25 a 
day. At the rate they were working 
they would not unload six. 


SOME WOULD WORK 


"If a man appeared to be working 


it would not be long until some com- 
mittee man would come along and 
tell him he was doing too much and 
was liable to be fined. 
One of the 


officials told us he thought eighty 
percent of the employes wanted to 
work and would work if it were not 
for the 
interference of the union 


committees. We asked the clerks 
what 
the 
trouble was. but 
they 


only 
replied that 
they could 
not 


talk, we would have to see the 
committee. We saw a committee of 
about twenty-five in session at the 
mess hall at the shops, and asked 
them if they would tell us about trie 
trouble, but they said they would 
not, that the matter would be taken 
up by & committee appointed to meet 
Superintendent Hess. 


"We went to see what was causing 


delay and if we could do anything to 
help matters, but we did not see that 
there was anything we could do at 
this time." 


There has been a report that the 


Association of Commerce was going 
to take "up the trouble, but at the 
offfco of the association it was said 
it was not expecting to do anything. 


the 3 o'clock shift had been sitting 
outside waiting for time to go to 
work while a bunch of the day force 
was just starting to quit." 


CO-OPERATIVE STORE. 


A published statement of Thurs- 


day morning in which it was ea,id 
the committee of five would see that 
if the men struck, they would not 
get credit from grocers or 
other 


places, also aroused the Ire of the 
workers to the extent that a co-op- 
erative store is tn be opened about 
Friday morning in the 1500 block 
East Eldorado street. 


For a long 
time, a co-operative 


store movement has been on among 
railroad organizations here but has 
never been brought to a head. This 
published statement, however, caused 
committeemen to take immediate ac- 
tion. 
The Dowling grocery in the 


1500 block East Eldorado street lias 
been purchased and later it Is plan- 
ned to open one in the south, part 
of the city and one in the north 
-part of the city. 
About $6.000 In 


stock has been sold in this co-oper- 
ative movement in1 Decatur. 
It is 


not likely that the local company 
will incorporate but it will become 
a branch of a combined general co- 
operative society which have a big 
wholesale 
warehouse at St. Louia. 


Score of co-operative retail stores 
over the country deal through this 
one big wholesale house. 


TO OPEN" FRIDAY. 


C. A. Morris, one of the Wabash 


shopmen connected with this move- 
ment, stated the store would proji- 
ably be in operation Friday morning. 
A representative from the St. Louis 
house is here to help get the store 
started but later a local manager 
will run the store. 


"This store is open to all," said 


Mr. Morris. 
"The general 
public 


can take stock in it and any one 
can buy there at the one price to all, 
The plan is to sell everything at ac- 
tual cost phis the overhead expense, 
but no profit is to be made.

Are In Doubt 


Others Say Little Must Go 


or All Go Out. 


Wabash clerks, each one individu- 


ally, were doins some deep thinking 
Thursday morning and -while there 
were many varied 
expressions of 


opinion, the majority of them did not 
seem to exactly favor all the ac- 
tion that had been taken. 
Some of 


them were outspoken against it. 


One declared :t was not within the 


rights or at least the power of the 
clerks to demand the dismissal or re- 
moval of W. H. Little, even if It was 
right that he should be removed. 


One woman stated she thought a 


meeting should be called and that 
every clerk shoukl be ordered to at- 
tend and that each one should then 
be called upon to get up and speak 
his or her sentiment without fear or 
favor and she believed the general 
sentiment would be against the move 
that had been taken. 


One man who is a clerk estimated 


that in case a strike were called not 
over twenty-five per cent of them 
would KO- out. Under other circum- 
stances, he said he thought the clerks 
would stand together and go out sol- 
idly. 


Still others expressed the opinion 


that their demand would either be 
granted or that all clerks would'walk 
out. 
The. whole thing as it stands 


now is only a matter of conjecture. 
Sidelights 


on Situation 


One outsider, who has heard 
of 


numerous instances of various Wa- 
bash workmen sleeping on the job, 
and even of an instance or so where 
women came down at night and vis- 
ited with workmen 
in 
passenger 


coaches on side tracks, puts the prop- 
osition up this way: 


"Bill Jones, we'll say that's 
his 


name, is a Vabash man. A ptridler 
came along and sold Bill a peck of 
potatoes but when the potatoes were 
delivered, Bill investigated and found 
the peck measure had a false bottom 
in it. The peddler wanted to collect 
for a whole pe^l: of potatoes t>ut de- 
livered only about two-thirds of a 
peck. Bill proceeded to whip tht dis- 
honest peddler. 


"That night Bill went to work ap.i 


he and his buddy had a slumber par- 
ty each sleeping about half the itight. 
At the end of the month, the Wabash 
wanted to dock Bill because only 
one man's work was delivered'by the 
two. Result. Bill sees the commit- 
tee. 
The committee of three or four 


or five met on company time for two 
hours and collected pay for all the 
time they were in session and threat- 
ened to call one if Bill didn't get 
hid pay for the time put in sleep- 
ing. 


"What's the answer? Why, maybe 


that's the reason potatoes are so high. 
Maybe that's the reason the railroad 
has to have increased freight rates 
and increased passenger rates." 
. 


GO BEYOND RIGHTS. 


A Wabash clerk, ranked among the 


more conservative, went to see a law- 
yer about the legality of a strike 
or even a slow order against the 
Wabash. 
The lawyer is not a cor- 


poration lawyer, in fact is the lead- 
ing labor attorney of §the city. 


"Are they violating any clause of 


their agreement with the clerks? Is 
that what the slow order is over?" 
asked the attorney. 
, 


"No," replied the clerk, "it is for 


the removal of a man who hasn't 
been exactly square with the clerks 
but who is not a member of our or- 
ganization and who is not governed 
by our agreement." 


"Then you have no right to strike 


or slow order either," replied the at- 
torne;1. "You are going beyond your 
rights and you had better stay on the 
job until the official vlolatei your 
agreement with the road." 


"Would you be *11lln« to f» helot* 


our meeting and make that state- 
ment," he was asked. 


"Yes, I'll make the very same state- 


ment to your organization," the at- 
torney replied. 


SLEEP ON JOB. 


"We cannot uphold much of the 


action taken by the Wabash men." 
said one of the leading officials of 
the coal miners In the city only a 
few days ago. "It is almo'st a pub- 
lic joke about the way those fellows 
sleep on the job and do other things 
they should not do. Only yesterday, 
ona fellow told me about sleeping 
from 1 o'clock till 3:30, yet he'll howl 
his head off If they should dock him 
for that time. Union men should 
have a right to high wages and other 
benefits of organization 
but 
they 


haven't any right to rob anyone. 


"Suppose I should go down in the 


mine and sleep two and one-half 
hours and then ask the company or 
demand they pay me for work I could 
have done had I remained awake. 
Wouldn't that be great business? Yet 
day after day I hear of many sleep- 
ing on their work out there or hiding 
somewhere to keep out of work." 


WANT MORE THAN OTHERS. 
"The only quarrel I have with the 


reasoning on which the wage award 
seems to have been made," said a 
Decatur man who is a 
student of 


economics, "is that the members of 
the board have used as their basis 
the premise that the railroad men 
should have enough pay to enable 
them to live on at least as good a 
basis as before the war. 


"That premise would'be all right if 


it meant that others were to have a 
chance to live on the same basis but 
it does not. Salaried people are not, 
as a rule, living" anywhere near as 
well as they were in pre-war times. 
Salaries have not kept up with the 
living costs In anything like the pro- 
portion that the railroad men's pay 
has. 


"I am not quarreling with the ad- 


vances given to the railroaders. Glad 
to have them get it but the assump- 
tion that everyone shall live as well 
now in every way as before the war 
pre-supposes salary growths which 
have not materialized."

WAS LATE TO WORK 


Body Dragged Distance of 


80 Feet. 


William G. Dooley, 940 West Eldo- 


rado street, died in St. Mary's hospi- 
tal Thursday morning about 9:40, as 
a result of injuries received, in at- 
tempting 
to climb over a 
moving 


freight train at the 
Morgan street 


crossing of the Wabash. It is sup- 
posed he lost his balance and fell, 
He was still alive when finally pick- 
ed up, and was taken to the hospital, 
but death soon followed. 


The. accident happened about 8:15 


o'clock Thursday morning as Dooley 
was on his way to work. He was 
employed in tha 
office of Swift & 


Company, and was 
a little late to 


work, which was the reason for the 
attempt to climb over the train. 


Merl 
Nebo, 
an acquaintance of 


Dooley, on approaching 
the Morgan 


street crossing from the south saw 
Mr. Dooley standing on the west side- 
walk close to the passing train. He 
came up to Mr. Dooley and Dooley 
suggested that 
they 
were late to 


work, about three minutes late, and 
that they might crawl or climb over 
the train. 


BODY DRAGGED 


Mr. Nebo's attention was attracted 


for a moment to the east. After he 
looked 
back again 
he saw Dooley 


dragging along the side of the trucks. 
Nebo ran to him and made every ef- 
fort to pull him away from the train, 
but without success. 
The body was 


dragged a distance 
of about eighty 


feet to a frog.where It became en- 
tangled in the wheels. The right arm 
was pulled out at the shoulder, and 
the right shoulder was crushed and 
his face was badly 
scratched. 
He 


also suffered other' injuries. 


Mr. Nebo and Joe Mann, the cross- 


ing watchman, who ran to the assist- 
ance of Mr. Dooley finally succeed- 
ed In pulling him from beneath the 
train. He was taken to St. Mary's 
hospital, where he died at about 9:40. 


Ben Nelson, 753 North Broadway, 


was an eye witness to the accident, 
and there were a number of other 
people who saw the body being draj- 
ged by the train.

for some time and are inclined to 
think some of them are In the rail- 
road yards here."
